ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 

Water 

The  water  supply, which  is  supplied  by  the  Hull  Corporation,  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  of 
water  are  carried  cut  and  local  samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time.  Except 
in  the  Bonds  Estate  area  the  supply  is  entirely  satisfactory  and  the  deficiencies 
here  are  mainly  due  to  inadequacy  in  the  pipe  system. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  & COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  common  lodging  houses  within  the  area  of  the 
Borough. 

SEWAGE  & SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 


Negotiations  have  now  been  completed  for  the  proposed  new  sewerage  scheme. 
Details  have  been  agreed  about  the  outflow  to  the  River  Humber  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  started  during  1964.  Until  this  scheme 
has  been  completed  it  will  net  be  possible  to  extend  the  housing  development 
within  the  Borough.

Most  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westwood  Maternity  Hospital,  Beverley, 
or  the  Seacroft  Maternity  Home,  Withernsea. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Specimens  for  pathological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull, 
but  bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Hull. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including  infectious  disease)  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.
